Washington, Xov. 15. — The United 


States census bureau estimated the 
total wealth of the country in 1904, 
to be $10G,SS1,415,009. This shows an 
increase in wealth over the estimates 
;or 1900, of nearly 21 per cent and of 
64 per cent o%er the estimate for 1890, 
when the total wealth was $65,037.-
